The amendment of 6/9/04 will not be entered because: 

1) Applicant has cancelled one claim and added two. 

2) Entry of the amendment to claim 40 would raise an issue of new matter for dependent 
claims 85-88. That is^the PD values cited therein were based on a disclosure assuming one is 
counting from the first, not the fortieth, doubling. 

3) The amendment would not overcome the prior art, at the least, of Flyer et al Claim 84 
was rejected over Flyer et al. The examiner maintains that they teach T-cells, not mammalian 
cells generically. 

4) Consideration of Applicant's arguments involving complex calculations would require 
more than a cursory review of the arguments, the examiner's action, and the references. A 
cursory review is all that is required of the office after FINAL. 

The proposed amendments to claims 60, 61, 63, 71, 72 and 75-79 would overcome 
previously stated rejections under 1 12, first and second paragraphs. 

Applicant should cancel nonelected claims 80-83, in order to avoid the scenario of paying 
extension of time fees for their cancellation.
